in violation of Title 21, United States Code, Section 841(a)(1);

specifically ten cashier’s checks, with an aggregate value of $85,000, represented the
proceeds of some fofm of unlawful activity;

used, in any manner or part, to commit, and to facilitate the commission of the offense
charged in the indictment.

$7,505,000.
